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A  commitment  to  unity

"I  hope  to  see  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU  clarify  its  role 
in  serving  its  alumni,"  says  Dr. 
George  J.  Oliver,  Jr.,  recently 
elected  president  of  the  associa- 
tion for  1984-85. 

Oliver  is  committed  to  his  new 
office,  through  which  he  envi- 
sions increasing  the  loyalty  of 
alumni  to  their  school.  One  of  the 
biggest  efforts  toward  achieving 
that  goal  will  be  a  major  renova- 
tion project  of  the  association's 
headquarters,  located  at  1105  East 
Clay  Street  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

Oliver  brings  not  only  profes- 
sional qualifications  to  his  new 
post  as  president  but  also  a  family 
tradition  of  ties  to  the  school.  His 
father.  Dr.  George  J.  Oliver,  Sr., 
was  former  president  of  Rich- 
mond Professional  Institute  (RPI). 
Oliver,  himself,  graduated  from 
MCV  in  1947,  after  which  he 
interned  in  New  Orleans  and  at 
MCV.  In  1950  he  married  Barbara 
Richardson  and  then  completed 
his  surgery  residency  at  MCV  in 
1954.  From  1954-58  Oliver  served 
in  the  Air  Force,  after  which  he 
moved  to  Williamsburg,  Virginia, 
where  for  nearly  26  years  he  has 
enjoyed  a  thriving  general  sur- 
gery and  gynecology  practice  and 
he  and  his  wife  have  raised  three 
children. 

The  tradition  of  ties  to  the 
university  continues  in  the  Oliver 
family  through  two  of  his  children 
who  recently  graduated  as 
physical  therapists  from  the 
School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions. His  son,  Jeff,  the  eldest 
child,  is  an  elementary  school 
teacher  in  Boulder,  Colorado.  Lou 
Brooks,  one  of  his  daughters,  is  a 


physical  therapist  in  Richmond 
and,  on  December  21,  1984,  she 
gave  birth  to  Oliver's  first  grand- 
child, Catherine  Douglas  Brooks. 
Bougie  Winthrop,  his  other 
daughter  and  the  second  physical 
therapist  in  the  Oliver  family, 
lives  with  her  husband,  a  naval 
officer,  in  Mississippi  where  she 
also  works  as  a  physical  therapist. 

"We're  country  people,"  says 
Oliver  of  himself  and  his  family. 
But  it  is  the  combination  of 
traditional  ties  to  the  university 
and  new  awareness  of  changes  in 
the  medical  profession  which 
gives  Oliver  a  special  sense  of  the 
needs  of  a  diverse  group  of 
alumni. 

"There  is  a  committee  which  is 
charged  with  the  task  of  working 
on  attracting  alumni  and  increas- 
ing the  number  of  contributing 
members,"  says  Oliver.  "But  I 
would  also  like  to  see  efforts 
made  to  smooth  relations  be- 
tween the  two  campuses  of 
VCU."  Oliver  believes  some 
alumni  perceive  that  the  image  of 
MCV  was  tarnished  by  its  merger 
to  RPI  in  1968  to  create  VCU.  "We 
should  heighten  the  awareness 
among  our  own  alumni  that  a  lot 
of  people  on  the  Academic 
Campus  have  been  very  coopera- 
tive and  helpful  in  making  the 
medical  campus  feel  like  a  part  of 
the  university." 

Oliver  is  optimistic  about  the 
new  University  Alumni  Council 
soon  to  be  organized  as  the 
umbrella  organization  for  all 
alumni  of  VCU.  Members  from 
divisions  on  both  campuses  will 
sit  on  the  council  and  coordinate 
functions  of  mutual  interest  to  all 
university  alumni. 

But,  as  Oliver  points  out,  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU 


will  also  strive  to  address  the 
particular  needs  of  MCV  Campus 
alumni.  He  believes  continuing 
medical  education  is  one  area  to 
which  the  association  can  direct 
its  efforts  to  maintain  the  sound 
relationship  with  contributing 
members  and  attract  new  mem- 
bers. 

"Since  1947,"  says  Oliver, 
"there  have  been  tremendous 
improvements  and  changes  in  our 
methods  for  treating  patients.  But 
sometimes  the  concern  for  pa- 
tients gets  out  of  focus  under 
increased  scientific  breakthroughs 
that  we,  in  '47,  never  would  have 
dreamed  of."  Oliver  notes  that, 
while  the  medical  professions' 
abilities  to  provide  better  care  for 
its  patients  has  grown  in  tandem 
with  scientific  discoveries,  a 
meeting  ground  can  be  es- 
tablished between  these  two 
general  areas  of  medical  practice. 
He  sees  continuing  medical 
education  as  a  source  of  informa- 
tion to  alumni  who  seek  to 
maintain  their  professionalism  in 
patient  care  and  also  stay  abreast 
of  the  state-of-the-art. 

"We  also  have  to  face  the  reality 
of  increased  government  intru- 
sions in  our  private  practices," 
says  Oliver,  another  area  to  which 
the  association  can  direct  its 
efforts  to  help  alumni.  "The  MCV 
Alumni  Association  of  VCU  can 
go  a  long  way  toward  strengthen- 
ing its  relationship  with  alumni 
through  such  programs  as  these," 
he  says.

I  was 
asked  if  there  were  some  chemi- 
cals in  the  pharmacy  that  would 
produce  a  dye  of  some  kind.  I  had 
the  men  soak  their  caps  in  a 
solution  of  tannic  acid  first,  and 
then  immerse  them  in  a  solution 
of  ferric  chloride.  The  caps 
colored  up  to  a  bluish-gray. 
Luckily  we  ran  into  no  trouble 
and  the  troops  were  landed  safely 
ashore.

In  memoriam 

A  Richmond  surgeon  best  known 
for  his  affiliation  with  the  MCV 
Campus  died  in  March  1984.  A 
writer  and  a  teacher.  Dr.  Harry 
Justice  Warthen,  Jr.,  82,  served  as 
assistant  professor  and  associate 
professor  of  surgery  at  MCV  from 
193S-66. 

Before  his  retirement  in  1972, 
Warthen  also  served  as  Richmond 
Memorial  Hospital's  chief  of 
surgery  and  chief  of  staff,  and 
saw  patients  at  The  Retreat 
Hospital  and  at  his  office.  Follow- 
ing World  War  II  he  specialized  in 
cancer  surgery. 

Warthen  became  chief  surgical 
consultant  to  the  Virginia  Depart- 
ment of  Rehabilitation  after  he 
retired.  He  remained  active  in 
medical  matters  throughout  his 
career  serving  as  member  of  the 
Richmond  Board  of  Health  from 
1950-60,  chairman  of  the  board 
from  1955-60,  and  president  of 
the  Richmond  Academy  of 
Medicine  in  1949.  He  edited  the 
Virginia  Medical  Monthly,  the 
publication  of  the  Medical  Society 
of  Virginia,  from  1956-76. 

During  World  War  11  Warthen,  a 
major  and  lieutenant  colonel  in 
the  Medical  Corps  of  the  U.S. 
Army  Air  Forces,  was  chief  of 
surgery  for  20  states.  He  was 
headquartered  in  Amarillo,  Texas.

Also  benefiting  the  School  of 
Medicine,  Dr.  Carolyn  McCue 
(M.D.  '41)  an  MCV  Foundation 
trustee,  established  an  endow- 
ment for  the  pediatric  cardiology 
division  and  the  Virginia  Chapter 
of  the  Arthritis  Foundation  made 
a  matching  gift  toward  the 
establishment  of  the  Elam  C. 
Toone,  Jr.  Professorship  in  Rheu- 
matology. Toone  (M.D.  '34)  is  a 
pioneer  in  the  field  of  rheumatol- 
ogy and  for  many  years  was 
chairman  of  the  Division  of 
Immunology  and  Connective 
Tissue  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

In  the  School  of  Dentistry, 
Dr.  James  Revere,  acting  dean, 
announced  a  new  scholarship 
fund  established  by  Mrs.  Edmond 
T.  Glenn  in  honor  of  her  husband. 

Two  new  endowment  funds 
have  been  established  for  the 
School  of  Nursing.  The  Anne 
Parsons  Holcombe  Fund  will 
provide  an  undergraduate  nurs- 
ing scholarship  and  the  Sarah 
Hudnall  Barksdale  Butler  Gradu- 
ate Scholarship  Fund  will  provide 
assistance  to  one  or  more  gradu- 
ate oncology  nurses.

Honoring  through 
scholarship 

The  Terry  Wise  Memorial  Scholar- 
ship Award  was  established  in 
1983  through  the  efforts  and 
contributions  of  Terry  Wise's  staff, 
family,  friends,  patients,  and 
professional  associates.  The 
purpose  of  the  award  is  to  honor 
a  man  who  deeply  loved  his 
profession  and  life,  and  to  en- 
courage his  imitation. 

Wise,  a  1963  graduate  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Therapy, 
School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions, died  September  15,  1982 
from  injuries  sustained  in  a 
serious  fall.  He  was  42  years  old. 

Wise  had  practiced  physical 
therapy  in  the  metropolitan 
Washington,  D.C.  area  for  almost 
19  years.  Initially  his  own  private 
practice  concentrated  in  nursing 
homes  and  home  care,  and  in 
1976  he  founded  Metropolitan 
Rehabilitation  Associates,  Char- 
tered. At  the  time  of  Wise's  death, 
M.R.A.  had  numerous  contracts 
with  home  health  agencies, 
hospice  organizations,  state 
institutions  for  the  severely 
handicapped,  an  outpatient  office, 
and  numerous  community  and 
education  programs.  M.R.A. 
continues  to  serve  the  community 
and  to  focus  its  efforts  on  the 
elderly  and  chronically  disabled. 

The  memorial  fund  for  the 
award  was  initially  opened  with  a 
minimum  of  $10,000  to  provide  an 
annual  scholarship  award  consist- 
ing of  each  year's  interest  income. 
All  aspects  of  the  fund  and  award 
are  administered  by  and  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Department 
of  Physical  Therapy,  School  of 
Allied  Health  Professions. 

Information  and  application  for 
the  award  will  be  distributed  to 
physical  therapy  students  during 
their  junior  year.  The  cash  award 
will  be  given  to  the  students  at 
the  beginning  of  the  senior  year. 
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Money  for  miracles

The  telethon  is  unique  in  that 
every  penny  generated  in  Virginia 
from  the  telethon  will  be  used  to 
enhance  patient  care  at  the  two 
locally  participating  hospitals.

Rock  groups  such  as  Toto,  Fleet- 
wood Mac,  and  Men  At  Work 
have  been  scheduled  to  appear. 
Other  entertainers  include  Marie 
Osmond,  John  Schneider  ("Dukes 
of  Hazard"),  Merlin  Olson  ("Fa- 
ther Murphy"),  and  Marilyn 
McCoo  ("Solid  Gold"). 

Along  with  top  name  entertain- 
ment, viewers  will  see  some  very 
special  people — "miracle  chil- 
dren" who  have  overcome 
enormous  obstacles  in  their  fight 
for  life. 

Forty  minutes  of  each  hour  wUl 
be  broadcast  live  from  the  Os- 
mond studios  and  the  remaining 
20  minutes  will  be  live  from  the 
Children's  Hospital  in  Richmond. 

Individuals  are  needed  during 
the  telethon  to  answer  phones, 
record  pledges,and  assist  in  other 
areas.  Groups  or  individuals 
interested  in  helping  may  call  the 
Telethon  Hotline  at  (804)  321-3086. 


A  number  of  pre-telethon 
events  have  already  been  planned 
and  are  being  supported  by 
national  and  local  corporate 
sponsors. 

The  first  Children's  Miracle 
Network  Telethon,  produced  on 
Memorial  Day  weekend  in  1983, 
raised  more  than  $4.5  million  for 
children's  hospitals.  Based  on 
estimates  from  similar  hospitals 
that  participated  in  last  year's 
telethon.  Children's  Hospital  and 
MCV  Hospitals'  Children's 
Medical  Center  hope  to  raise 
$150,000. 

Together,  these  two  hospitals 
admit  more  than  8,500  children 
from  the  central  Virginia  area  each 
year.  In  addition,  children  make 
more  than  85,000  visits  to  the 
various  outpatient  clinics.  This 
year's  telethon  represents  the  first 
team  effort  in  the  Richmond  area 
to  promote  health  care  for  chil- 
dren. 

While  Richmond  pediatricians 
have  made  substantial  advance- 
ments in  the  understanding  and 
treatment  of  many  debilitating 
childhood  diseases,  local  support 
is  needed  to  further  their  efforts. 
Research  continues  in  the  treat- 
ment of  leukemia,  renal  disease, 
pulmonary  disease,  colitis,  and 
Reye's  Syndrome. 

The  long-term  care  of  children 
who  are  chronically  ill  is  demand- 
ing and  requires  teams  of  experts. 
Poison  control,  child  abuse,  and 
sexual  abuse  are  all  problems 
which  affect  children  in  central 
Virginia. 

At  MCV  Hospitals'  Children's 
Medical  Center,  pediatricians 
specialize  in  numerous  areas 
ranging  from  liver  transplantation 
to  arresting  childhood  cancer  to 
saving  premature  infants'  lives. 
The  center  was  established  to 
consolidate  all  existing  programs 
on  the  MCV  Campus  related  to 
pediatric  research,  education  and 
the  care  of  infants,  children,  and 
adolescents. 


Better  training 
for  educators 

The  university  is  one  of  three 
institutions  to  establish  a  Profes- 
sional Development  and  Dissemi- 
nation (PRODD)  Program  to 
promote  better  training  for  health 
and  education  professionals  who 
work  with  disabled  youngsters. 

The  other  programs  will  be 
located  at  California  State  Univer- 
sity in  Fresno  and  Northern 
Illinois  University  in  DeKalb. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is 
to  work  with  disabled  children, 
their  parents,  and  educational 
institutions  to  revise  existing 
training  programs  for  health  and 
education  professionals.  Teacher 
educators,  special  education 
personnel,  and  allied  health 
practitioners  will  work  together  to 
analyze  and  develop  model 
programs  for  all  professionals 
serving  youngsters  with  special 
needs.  Such  youngsters  range 
from  nursery  school  age  to  high 
school  seniors. 

Dr.  Thomas  Barker,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions, and  Dr.  Charles  Ruch,  dean 
of  the  School  of  Education,  will 
direct  the  program. 

To  support  this  project,  VCU 
will  receive  $18,000  in  federal 
funds  for  each  of  the  next  three 
years. 

Best  of  all 

An  MCV  Campus  professor  has 
been  named  best  educator  of 
physicians  in  diabetes  in  the 
country.  The  competitive  1984 
Upjohn  Award  was  presented  to 
Dr.  Saint  George  Tucker,  profes- 
sor of  internal  medicine,  by  the 
American  Diabetes  Association  at 
its  national  meeting. 

Tucker,  whose  nomination  was 
submitted  by  the  state  chapter  of 
the  ADA,  completed  two  years  of 
residency  at  the  Cincinnati 
General  Hospital  and  was  a  fellow 
in  diabetes  at  the  Joslin  Clinic  of 
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New  England  Deaconness  Hospi- 
tal. He  finished  his  residency  in 
medicine  at  MCV  and  later  joined 
its  faculty,  serving  as  chief  of  the 
Division  of  Endocrinology  and 
Metabolism  from  1946-76. 

Dental 
homecoming 

Nationally  recognized  authorities 
on  oral  surgery,  restorative 
dentistry,  and  investments 
addressed  150  dentists  and  oral 
hygienists  during  a  two-day 
program  in  April  for  the  1984 
School  of  Dentistry  homecoming 
and  scientific  assembly. 

Dr.  F.  B.  Wiebusch,  assistant 
dean  of  continuing  education  for 
the  School  of  Dentistry,  said  of 
the  program,  "This  meeting  is 
particularly  significant  because 
half  of  the  2,500  dentists  in 
Virginia  are  graduates  of  the 
university,  which  has  the  state's 
only  dental  school."  Ninety-two 
percent  of  the  400  students 
enrolled  in  the  school  are  Virgin- 
ians, according  to  Wiebusch. 

Visiting  speakers  for  the  pro- 
gram included  Dr.  Harald  M. 
Heymann,  assistant  professor  in 
the  Department  of  Restorative 
Dentistry  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  School  of  Dentis- 
try; Dr.  Daniel  M.  Laskin,  profes- 
sor and  chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Oral  and  Maxillofacial 
Surgery  at  the  MCV  Camptis 
School  of  Dentistry;  and  Dr.  S. 
Randy  Sarantos,  president  of 
Sarantos  and  Lansing,  Inc.  of 
Cedar  Knolls,  New  Jersey.
